ON THE

W* HAVE only six annual holidays that are gener- 
ally observed throughout this country, (and 
our holidays of legal observance are few and far be- 
tween ;) on which showing we are entitled to be called 
the most steady-working of civilized peoples. With holidays so rare and 
so well earned, we should certainly see that we make the most of the oppor- 
tunities that they afford us. Let us run over the brief list. First comes 
New Year’s ti In past years it was made much of in the states where 
the old Dutch settlers had established their customs. In New York State 
various pretty practices used to prevail. The distribution of the ‘‘New 
Year’s Cakes”’ was made the means, or rather the cloak of a great deal of 
delicate and discreet charity, of the sort that helps the worthy poor and 
does not tend to mak@ paupers.

As to the Christmas stock of 
publications, remembrances, ‘‘novelties” and ‘‘elegant holiday presents,” 
of the ‘‘ fake” variety — the cheap stock prints in a gaudy new cover, the 
kickshaws made of scraps of silk and satin and paper-lace and all the other 
specimens of cheap and flimsy ingenuity,— their name is legion, and their 
value is considerably less than nothing.
